During  the  year  242  inspections-:-- of  dairy  farms  were  made, during 
milking  time.  Improvement  of  uhe  methods  of  .production  is  the  object 
of  these  inspections'  arid,  where,  hphessary.  to  secure  structural  improve¬ 
ments,  Much  remains-  to  be  dene  in  both  thes'C  directions..  There  are 
29  producers  of  graded  milks  in  the  district.

-  This  minor  infectious  disease  was  prevalent  during 
the  year,  a  total  of  528  cases  were  notified  in  the  Area  with  no 
deaths,  Tonbridge  Nural  had  192  cases,  Tonbridge  Urban  232  cases 
and  Southborough  Urban  104  cases*  Of  the  Rural  cases,  two  were  of 
soldiers  v/ho  v/ere  admitted  to  a  Military  Hospital;  tv/o  cases  were 
removed  to  Capel  Hospital,  2  wore  admitted  to  the  Hermitage  and  1 
to  an  L.C.C.  Hospital.
